Our Pamphlet contained, likewite, a fhort Account 01 
Foreign and Domettick Affairs, flung into a new 
and interfperfed with Political Reflections: It allo 
contained avery curious Account of the State of Litera- 
furein every Partot Europe. To carry on a Work of 
this Nature, I had collected feveral Materials, and ata 
Very great Expence eftablifh’d a large Correfpondence 
Abroad; The Publick thought fit to encourage our At- 
tempt to pleafe them: Our Pamphlet grew daily more 
and more into Repute, and itood Newer in all Party 
Matters bat Mr. Osberne having fallen upon the Cha-

be a Day or two atter this BEE came out, the Com- 
mifoners of the Stamp-Office jent a Meflenger, on pur- 
pore to fet our Puolifher know, that They could enter no 
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Supprefion of the BEE. 587 
more of the BEES in their Office, but expested we fhould pay 
for Stamping them, 

To demand, that a Pamphlet fhould be flamped, is 
directly to the dé? of Parliament, which lays a 
Duty upon all Pamphlets of Two Shillings a Sheet 5 and 
is fuch a Demand as was xever heard of in deve/ard all 
this Day. Itis therefore fubmitted tothe Publick, whe- 
ther there can poilibly be a more flagrant Inftance - of 
and than the making fuch a Demand, 

To fhew the menjircus Nature of this Demand, let it 
be confider’'d, that our BIKE, or Weekly Pamphlet, 
mained lefs than three Sheets, and has tome ‘Times 
contuned tour Sheets and half of Paper. A Stamp upon 
four Shects and half of Paper amounts to /our-pence 
Haif ‘penny; we fold the Pamphlet itfelt for Lour-pence 
Haif-penay to the Vrade, and gave them a Book befides, 
upon every Quarter of an Hundred, fo that what thefe 


merciful Commiffioners had the Confit nce to demand for 


ftamping every Book, was more Money than the Book 
idfelf was actually fold for. If thefe Gentlemen have it. 
in their Power to lay fuch an Exci/e upon any Pamphlet, 
becaufe fome People may not /ike the Authors of it, 
there iscertainly an End of the Liberty of the Pre/s. 

I never expected much favour from a Board of Gentle- 
men, who are obliged to objerve fucb Rules and Orders as 
they from Time to Time receive from the TRrEasuRY, yet, 
I muft own, I did take it for Granted, that they would 
at Joaft have acted confiftently with themf{el ves. It feems 
I was Miftaken. The Weekly Magazine, the London- 
Magazine, and the Gentleman’s-Magazine, have all of 
them been publifhed Weekly and Monthly, without any 
interruption trom the Commifioncrs ; and thefe feveral 
Pamphlets are, in moft Refpects, of the fame Nature with 
the They all confitt of Poetry, Politicks, 
and News The Magaziies indeed, contain Jittle more 
than bare Extraéts from other Papers, whereas the BEE 
had many Orviginal Compofitions both in Profe and Ver/e.

wed not to mind it , and that be fhould have the BEL 
fert kim in as ufual next Saturday. His reply was, oat 
he did not undervfand the Law, but that be durji not ven- 
ture to aijoblige the Commiffioners, who he found would iiot 
forgive bum if be continued to publifh the BEE. He went 
up to them immediately after, and told them, as |

R. Osborne objerves in the beginning of his Journal, 
that fuch Notions are advanced in this Age, and 


M ractices juflified as firike at the very Foundation of 
the Confiitutton. . 

When the Parliament is chofen (fays Mr. Osborne) 
that part of the Power of Legiflation which belongs to 
the People isno longer in them colleétively, but is devolved 
upon, and remains Jolely in, their Reprefentatives ; fo. that 
the Peopel’s original Power and Authority being lodged in 


the Parliament, they have no Power nor Authority left 


while the Conjfittution is preferved, and no Attempts made 
on the fundamental Laws of the Land. 


The high Authority of the People, and the criginad 
Power of the People, therefore, put about at this Time, 


-to juftify alate moft fcandalous Treatment of the Houfe 


of Commons, is an Authority unknown to our Contti- 
tution and abfolutely desmocratical. . 

There is not a Man upon: Earth more entirely i in the 
Interefts of Lioerty, that is, of the People, than the 
Writer of this Paper 5 fo far in their Interefts, that he 
will fhortly demonftrate, That all Government was in- 
jituied folely for @heir Good ; ; that all Rights to govern, 
and all the juff Powers of Government, came originally 
¢rom the People: But when a Government is once jettled, 
and the Power of Legiflation ¢odged in the Hands of cer- 
tain Perfons whom we chofe to reprefent us, then the 
original Power of the People in their collective Body ceafes ;

they have done, we are at liberty, when the Time is ex- 
pired, to chufe others; this, and this only is our Power. 
But to fend threatning Letters, and infolent Inftructions 5 
authoritative Orders and Commands to thofe Perfons in 
whom we have lodged the Supreme Power of Legiflation : 
and, after that, to come up by Thoufands; to befet. 
their Houfe ; to affront them as they pafs by ; to fpit in 
their Faces; to joftle fome, ftrike others; and burn 
them in Effigy all over the Kingdom; becaufe they 
would have done what the Interefts of fome 
Men, joined to the Malice of others, would have them

tract. Siracon being made Vizir of Egypt, with ‘the 
Title and Honours of Sultan, did not long furvive 
his good Fortune, but left his Nephew and: Succeffar, 
Swaaii, to gather the Fruits of his Labours. 

The firft Thing the new Sultan did, was to relieve 
the City of Damieta, which was then befieged by the 
Chriftians ; after which he ftifled the beginning of 3 
Revolt in Upper Egypt. About the fame time, that 
1 in the Year 569, of the Hegira, Noradin Sultan of 
Syria Gy’d, and his Son [/mael, who was then bur Eleven 
Years of Age, fucceeded hin. - Saladin, after having 
Cilpers'd the Fleet and Army of the Chriftians, who 
wre going to befiege Alexaidria, march’d with his 
troops into Syric, feized the Cities of Damajcus and 
tomeius, and laid hege to Aleppo.

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afterward joined his Brother /adi/, obtained another Vi- 
ory over the Chriftians, in which he flew 8000 of 
their Men. 

To enter into 2 Difcuffion of the Particulars of this 
long and famous Siege, would oblige us to exceed the 
Bounds we here propofe, we fhall therefore only hint ac. 
fome of the moft remarkable Events. Such as the Arri-— 
val of Prince Frederick the Emperours Son, with his 
Germans; lis fruitlefs Endeavours to haften the Seige, 
and his Death. The Arrival of Philip, King of Fraace, . 
and Richard, firnamed Coeur de Lion, King of England, | 
after which the City was more ftreightned than ever. - 
The Retreat of the Marquifs of Mont/errat, who aban- 
doned the Chriftian Army, and returned to Zyre The 
Place at Jaft reduced to Extremity, obliged to capitulate, - 
and conditions of Surrender agreed to, notwithitanding 
which the Chriftians either lew all the Mahometans they 
found in the City, or made them Captives. ‘This con- 
queft, which happened in the Year 587, extreamly raifed 
the Hopes of the Chriftians ; and it was followed by the 
furrender of Ce/area and ‘foppa, which they took the fame 
Year, notwithitanding all theEndeavours of Saladin to 
fave thefe two Places. The Battle of 4rfofy in which 
the King of England defeated Saladin, was a new Sub- 
of for the Chriftians, which laid Saladin 
under a neceffity of difmantling the Cities of skalon and 
Ramla hinfelt, he fhould be obliged to abandon them 
to the Enemy ; hischief Care being to fortify Feru/alem 
in fuch manner, that it might be able to make a vigorous 
Detence. | 

Lhe fame Year there was a Treaty fet on Foot for a. 
Peace, or rather Truce between the King of uegland 
and Aladi/, the Sultan’s Brother. In this Treaty ict was 
propoted that A/adi fhould marry the Sifter of Richard, 
on Condition that his Brother fhould give him the King- 
dum of ‘Ferufalem, and that the Princefs fhould have the 
City of -4cres tor her Portion. But this Treaty came to 
nothing, becaufe the Bifhops would not confent to the — 
Marriage, unlefs would turn Chriftian. Hftili- . 
tics being renewed on both Sides, Saladin retook Foppa, 
but the Citadel remained an the Hands of the Chriftians. 

In 
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In the mean: Time the Conferences being renewed, atter 


feveral Propofitions made, a Truce was at laft concluded 


on the following, Conditions, viz. ‘That Joppa, and the 
Territory belonging to it, excepting Ramla and two 
other Places, fhould remain in the Hands of the Chrift- 


ans, as wellas Cefarea, Arfo, Haifa, and Acres, exclu- 
five of Nazareth and Seffori, pare of the Diftrict of the 


jatcer. That ¥erufalem fhould continue in the Poffeffion 


of Saladin and his Family, and that A/calon fhould re- 
main as it then was, difmantled. Thele Articles were 
agreed to by the two Monarchs, who were contented 
ta confirm it, only by joming Hands; whereas it was 
{worn to in Form by all the other Princes who were pre- 
fentat the Treaty. It was concluded in 589, after which 


Saladin departed from ‘ferufalem and retired to 


nralcus. | 
Here a Fever put an End to Saladine’s Life the Year 
following, after 13 Days Sickneis, in the 57th Year of 


his Age, the 58gth Year of the Hegira, and 1193 of 
Corit, after having reigned-24 Years in Egypt, and — 


about 19 in Syria. tyes 

The Death of this Sultan was fo much regreted, that 
there was a publick Mourning upon that Occafion 
throughout all his Dominions. All] the -Princes of his 


Family were prefent at his Funeral, and his Sifter diftri- 


buted great Sums of Money of her own upon. that Oc- 


cafion tothe Poor. For (as we objerv’d in our former 
Lxiract) he lett in his Treafury only 47 Pieces of Silver 
and one of Gold. There is yet extant an Elegy on 
this great Prince, written in the Arabia: Tongue, by his 
Secretary Omad-Alcareb, of which Herbelot gives us the 
‘olowing Tranflation in his Oriextal Library: Death bas 
ceprives us of the mof? brave and the mojt generous of Man- 
kind: Curtefie, Benevolence, and boundle/s Generofity feem 
fo have left the Earth with him. Oppreffiens are already 
mudtipliod Jince the Deceale of this excellent Prince. Our
